We regret to announce the death. of 
Senor, Minguez, of the Singapore Branch 
of the Campania ‘frasntlantica Spanish 
lino of mail steamers, under circunistances 
‘which point tu. the fact that the deccased 
committed suicide, “Senor Mingucz, who 
wos known to be suffering’ from some 
slight mental aberration, was .a-passenger 
by the French mail steamer Eriest Simons, 
which left Singapore on the 24th August, 
on the voyage to Colombo.~ he Tdeceased 
appears to have jumped overboard between 
the night of the 25th Aug. and the morning 
of the 26th, when.the mail ateamer was off 
Diamond Point ; and althuugh one of the 
luminous life-buoys was sven floating in the 
water wu long way ostera, no importance was 
attached to the circamstance at the timo. 
Ut was supposed that it had fallon overboard 
accidentally, and Senor Minguez was . not 
missed untilthc following morning. Un leay- 
ing Singapore, the deceased, being a third- 

assonger, was accommodated forward, 
the first-class cabins being amidships and 
the second-class aft. Noxt dsy, however, 
ho asked to be allowed to change his'cabin, 
complaining of the noiso forward, and he 
Was given a second-class cabin neat the 
stem, which projects. somo distance-over 
the screw.

t CONTRIBUTION. ~ % 

“The Colonial Troasurer moved the se- 
cond reading of the Bill entitled ‘An 
Ordinance.to authorise the Appropriation 
of 6 Supplementary Sum of $341,02 
defray the Charges of the. Year 189 
doing so, he ssid—The sum which th 
Council is now asked to vote is 8341,025,37, 
which represonts the nominal excess of the 
actual expenditure for the year 1896 over tha 
estimated expenditure. Tho real excess is 
$226,467.69 ; the difference between the no- 
mihal and the real exceas being $114,557.68, 
It is owing to the fact that credit 
cannot be taken for the savings effected in 
the various establishments nor in the pu- 
blic works extraordinary or public works 
recurrent, that the difference-between the 
actual excess and the nominal excess up- 
pears. The savings on the public works 
Tecurrent amount to $18,278.66, on 
public works extraordinary to $82,905.21, 
and in ordinary expenditure te $13,673.81, 
or, in all, $114,507.68 as alrvady stated. 
Although the Council is asked to voto 
this sum of $341,025.37, the actual 
surplus of revenue over expenditure, 
if we exclude the amount chargosble on 
the loan account for public works ex« 
traordinary, is $134,968.67, the actual 
figures being—Revenue, $2,609,878.94 ; 
‘Expenditure, $2,474,910.37. i propose to 
advert to only two items in these supple- 
mentary estimates. The firatis the Military 
expenditure ; and the second the excess on 
the Praya Reclamation. The total .ex- 
penditure for military purposes for: 1806 
was . $523,128.46, .That total is made 
up as follows :—military expenditure sc: 
tually paid in 1898 on account of 1896, 
$402,080.76 ; contribution for barrack 
vices, $40,000; Volunteers, $13,448.93 ; 
atd balance due for 1895 $67,598.76. The 
$402,060.76 expended in 1898, and ac- 
tually paid in 1896, towards the military 
contribution repiesented 174 per cent. on 
the estimated revoriue for 1896, exclusive 
of land sales premia, The actual figures 
for 896 were $2,849,019.95, and the totul 
for the military contribution $409,328.49; 
The difference of $7,247.73 has been met 
out of the revenue for 1897, It will be 
noted that the total sum of $523,128.45, 
which has been paid’ for military purposes 
in 1896 represents about 22 ‘per cent. of the 
rovonuo, for 1898, but if we take off 
367,608.76, the balance paid: im 1896’ of 
what wasduo in 1898; it reduces the expen- 
diture for military purposes to about 194 
percent. Of courss, the sum of $402,030 
3s the actual amount really spent on what 
is known as the military contribution pro- 
per. The other items were voted separ- 
ately ond although coming under the head- 
ing of military purposes do not fall under 
the well-known head of military contribu.

I also believe that Germany 
in the Sailor's Home cause the Suporiny 
tendent less trouble than British, ‘That I 
personally have -no prejudice against Bri- 
tish seamen shows, that I took a British 
inato in Cardiff, although I have had plenty 
foreigners. ¢

And 
fame is frequently not only capricious but, 
as fur as one can estimate is, accidental, 
Of course, all fame is such to » cértain 
degtee, hut somtimes tho accident is even 
more surprising than usual, Neither in 
literature nor elsewhore can wo over quite 
train oursolyes, as we should, to expaet that 
usual eyent—the unexpected. 

Tho: novelist Richardson gives us one 
of tho oddest examples of this accidental 
fame. At fifty ho was a atoady-going 
printer, not likely, one would have 
thaught, at that age to set tho Thames 
on tire. His literary apprenticeship had 
been the writing of some indexes, prefaccs, 
and dedications, and he hed gained into 
the bargain, some repute aan letterwriter, 
Te would not_have been eusy to fea the 
father of the English novolin this worthy 
man, but such’ he was’ to become. 
Two publishers requcsted him to write 
for them a volume of ‘Familiar Let« 
ters’ in- such # style as might’ halp 
country readora who Were unable two-indite 
for themselyes. In reply, Richardaon ask- 
ed, (Will it be auy harm if we should 


ilistruct them how they should think and | 


ach in common cases as well ag indite?’ 

é publishors thought it an excellent idea 
and Richardson set to work. ‘In the course 
of two or three lotters,” he tells us, ‘to 
instruct handsome girls who were obliged 
to go to sorvice how to avoid tho snares 
that might ho laid against them,’ 
he thought of a story ,he had heard 
many yeats before and ombodied it in 
tho otters. He thus, as he phrases it, 
‘accidentally slid’ into the writing of 
novels, and into enormous fame and 
Popularity, ‘Pamela’ was discussed in 
club, ‘pulpit, and coffee-room, ond fine 
ladies wept over the wocs of the simple, 
but somewhat calculating, heroine. No 
doubt tho honest printer was as sur- 
prised as anyone at this sudden blaze of 
glory.

‘The fame of Sir Walter Scott as a nove- 
list was almost equally accidental. It 
seems safe to suppose that hal it not been 
for the relative fatlure of his lator pocins, 
and the rising fame of Byron—a fame which 
Scott frankly recognised as being the eclipse 
of his own—ho would never havo become 
novelist at all. Tho first rough draft of 
‘ Waverley” had lain for years forgotten in 
his desk.” Without some such accidental 
impulse as the rising of. x greater pootic 
star it would have remninéd there for ever, 
Just as Richardson- accidentally slid’ from 
lettor-writing into the writing of novels 
(although he mado the two in some sort 
one by always writing in the apistolary 
form), so’ Scott .turned unexpectedly 
and almost unintentionally into the 
road which fed to a fame by the 
side of which his reputation as 4 poet is 
as nothing. Byron's experience of this 
sudden fame nready been alluded to. 
It was, perhaps, the most dosing in 
literary history, and the poet, ‘found bi 
solf,’as Macaulay says, ‘at twenty-four on 
-the highest pinnacle of literary fam with 
Scott, Wordsworth, Southey, and a crowd 
of other distinguished writers at his fect,’ 
He was to experionce, too, the sudden dis- 
repute which is sometimes as uccidéntal as 
its opposite, Four ycars after the appear- 
ance of ‘Childe Harold,’ public opinion 
became #0 strongly excited against him that 
he was compclied to leave England—to 
leave her in wrath and contempt, never to 
return. as 

Tt would scarcely be fair, pethaps, to 
call the_famo of Dickens upon the ap- 
pearanco of ‘Pickwick’ uccidental, And 
Jet the enormous popularity of the work 
and the extraordinary interest with which 
the green covers were looked for have much 
thatis inexplicable shout them. “Fame here 
guided tho course of the writer, for Dickens, 
encouraged by the reception of the carly 
puuibers, modified his original plan and 
turned iwhat hud been meant of & series of 
loosely connected scenes into & Togular 
novel. The literary Leginniugs of George 
-Ekiot made her fame as a novelist seom fu 
of the strangost accident. She had, 50 far, 
translated Gerthan theological works, and 
written Philoso hical essays, and it is indeed 
& marvel that Mr Lowes should have divined 
in her the writer of such pages as thoso of 
tho ‘Scenes of Clerical Life’ or of * Adam 
Bedo.’ But for the accident of the coms 
panionship of one. who ould dotest 
bapasity still latent, we should probably 
have boen poorer by that which makes her 
yemmembered—her fiction, and no amount 
of philosopby could have made up far 
that. The strangest modern instanes of 
this acvidental fame is to be seen in the 
work of the lateMr Du Maurier. Known 
during a long careor as the So artist 
of ‘Punch’ it was ouly Inte in wife that 
he begun to write. Then, however, fame 
came to himina burst which astonished, 
and by comparison siemed rather to vex 
him: ‘Jf Thackeray had only had this !
